GENTLEMEN, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1913,  the  eleventh  since  my  appointment 
as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  To  it  are  appended  the 
various  Official  Tables,  and  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  birth-rate  is  one  of  the 
lowest ;  that  the  nett  death-rate  is  higher  than  the  average  for 
recent  years;  and  that  the  infant  mortality  is  also  higher  than 
usual. 


1  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  large  number  of 
tuberculous  cases  notified.  Twenty-five  cases  were  notified, 
but  only  6  deaths.  The  death-rate  from  this  cause  is  much 
red  need . 


The  general  sanitary  condition  of  your  District  is 
improving  year  by  year,  mainly  the  result  of  the  Housing 
Inspection  ;  and  it  is  very  gratifying  to  report  that  many 
owners  of  properties,  anticipating  inspection,  have  put  their 
“  houses  in  order.” 

At  the  end  of  March  Mr.  E.  E.  Oakes  left  this  District  on 
his  appointment  as  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Buckingham 
Rural  District,  and  Mr.  W.  N.  Hampton  was  appointed  in  his 
place.  His  report  will  show  that  he  has  made  a  good  beginning- 
in  the  work  of  his  department. 

I  thank  your  Council  for  their  continued  support  and 
confidence,  and  all  the  officers  for  their  willing  help  in  my 
work.

Report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR  19t3. 


THE  POPULATION. 

At  the  last  census  (1911)  the  population  was  5542, 
with  an  average  of  4  3  persons  per  house.  In  July  1913 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  1311,  as  compared  with 
1315  in  the  same  month  1912.  My  estimate  of  the 
population  at  the  middle  of  the  year  under  review,  is  5575  ; 
and  on  this  number  the  statistics  for  the  year  are  calculated. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  births  registered  within  the  District  Births, 
was  129 — 72  males  and  57  females,  equivalent  to  a  birth¬ 
rate  of  231  per  thousand  inhabitants,  as  compared  with  25-1 
for  1912.  The  birth-rate  of  the  year,  though  not  the  lowest 
on  record,  is  amongst  the  lowest.  Four  of  the  births  were 
illegitimate. 

'Phe  number  of  deaths  registered  as  occurring  within  the  Deaths. 
District  was  69  (29  males  and  40  females) — equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  12  4  per  1000  inhabitants.  To  this  number  is 
to  be  added  12  deaths  of  “residents”  occurring  beyond  the 
District ;  and  subtracted,  2  deaths  of  “non-residents”  occur¬ 
ring  within  the  District ;  making  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
79,  and  the  nett  death-rate  for  the  District  14T  per  1000 
inhabitants.  Of  these,  18  were  of  children  under  1  year  of 
age,  and  20  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  The  monthly 
death-rate  was  highest  in  August  and  November,  and  lowest 
in  July. 

Five  inquests  were  held  (2  within  the  District — the  Inquests, 
remainder  elsewhere) — one  on  a  suicide,  two  on  accidental 
deaths,  and  two  an  deaths  due  to  natural  causes. 

The  increase  of  births  over  deaths  for  the  year  is  50,  Natural 
as  compared  with  64  for  last  year,  48  for  1911,  and  44  for  'ncrease- 
1910. 

One  death  was  due  to  the  notifiable  diseases — making  Zymotic 
a  zymotic  death-rate  of  ’17.  This  death-rate  was  nil  for  Death-rate. 
1912. 
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Eighteen  children  tinder  one  year  of  age  died  during 
the  year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  of  1 39  per  1000 
births  registered.  This  compares  very  badly  with  the 
preceding  year,  which  was  71,  and  is  the  highest  rate  for 
some  years.  Eleven  of  the  18  deaths  occurred  within  the 
first  4  weeks  of  the  infant’s  life,  and  8  were  of  children 
under  one  week  old.  “  Premature  births”  and  “Debility 
from  birth”  claimed  the  largest  number. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Forty-one  cases  were  notified  including  : — Diphtheria  1 , 
Erysipelas  G,  Scarlet  Fever  9.  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  19, 
and  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  6. 

One  case  was  notified,  which  ended  fatally.  Defective 
drainage  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  Swabs,  supplied  by 
the  County  Council,  are  used  for  bacteriological  examination 
in  doubtful  cases,  and  serum  is  supplied  bv  your  Council. 

Six  cases  were  uotified. 

Nine  cases  were  uotified.  Of  these,/)  were  in  Chapel 
Street  (3  in  one  house). 

A  few  cases  were  seen  during  the  latter  pari  of 
December. 

Several  cases  occurred  during  the  first  three  months  of 
I  he  year. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  from  the  middle  of 
November  till  the  end  of  the  year.  I  he  Church  of  England 
and  Council  Schools  were  closed  owing  to  the  greatly 
reduced  attendance  caused  by  the  disease 

Very  few  cases  occurred  during  the-  year,  and  only  oue 
death  of  an  infant  was  attributed  to  it. 

The  Schools  are  notified  of  the  occurrence  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease,  and  in  3  cases,  where  homework  was  done 
in  the  infected  houses,  the  manufacturers  were  notified  and 
asked  not  to  supph  anv  work  till  the  houses  were  declared 
free  from  infection. 

These  are  supplied  gratuitously  for  use  in  infected 
houses,  and  the  rooms  (with  bedding  and  clothing)  are 
disinfected  with  vapoform  lamps  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  Schools  were  all  thoroughly  disinfected  during  the 
Christmas  holidays. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  Hill.  Four  Notifications, 
cases  were  notified  under  these  regulations  during-  January. 

Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  IU 12.  These 
new  regulations  came  into  force  on  February  1st,  1013,  and 
provided  for  compulsory  notification  of  all  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  Under  these,  21  cases  were  notified,  viz.,  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  15,  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  (5.  The  total 
number  of  cases  of  all  forms  not  ified  during  the  year  was  25 
—  Pulmonary  19,  and  other  forms  6.  There  were,  therefore, 

19  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified,  as  compared 
with  17  during  1912.  The  number  of  cases  under  observa¬ 
tion  was  33  (including  8  notified  prior  to  this  year). 

Your  Council  has  agreed  to  an  arrangement  with  the  The 
County  Council,  whereby  all  Tuberculosis  patients  are  visited  Tuberculosis 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  who  is  also  a  Lady  Sanitary  Visitor. 
Inspector,  at  the  cost  of  one  pound  per  thousand  population. 

The  visitor  visited  and  reported  on  2t  cases  during  the  year, 
and  her  leports  have  been  forwarded  to  me.  The  report  of 
each  case  consists  of  the  history  of  the  illness,  family  history 
as  regards  tubercle,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  house.  &c. 

She  also  leaves  instructive  leaflets,  and  gives  advice 
concerning-  open  windows,  disposal  of  sputum,  &c. 

Six  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  and  Deaths, 
no  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  other  forms  of  the  disease. 

Tlu>  number  compares  very  favourably  with  11  for  1912, 
and  13  for  1911.  The  Tuberculosis  death-rate  is  107  per 
1000  living  (19  for  1912.  and  2  3  for  191  1 ). 

Seven  insured  persons  (2  having  two  terms  each),  were  Sanatoria, 
resident  in  the  County  Sanatorium  at  Mowsley,  and  all 
returned  home  much  improved.  In  some  cases  the  improve¬ 
ment  was  such  as  to  be  a  cure,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
be  permanent.  One  non-insured  person  benefited  by  a 
residence  in  a  private  sanitorium.  'The  after-treatment  of 
these  cases  is  most  important,  and  these  persons  should  be 
encouraged  to  carry  out  the  open-air  treatment  at  home, 
and  to  get  out  of  door’s  occupation. 

No  'sanatorium  treatment  is  yet  available  for  non-insured 
persons,  excepting  for  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  their 
own  expenses.  I  hope  that  soon  the  County  Council  will 
have  formed  a  sdheme,  so  that  non-insured  consumptives 
will  Iim  able  to  get.  the  same  benefit  as  the  insured 
consumptives  now  get. 

The  question  of  Consumptive  Hospitals,  where  the. 
advanced,  hopeless  cases  should  be  collected  and  treated, 
has  not  been  seriously  entertained  by  the  Authorities.  These 
cases,  left  at  home  to  die,  form,  to  my  mind,  the  gravest 
danger  to  their  relatives  and  neighbours. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  houses  are  still  supplied  by 
wells.  There  are  now  very  few  draw  wells. 

Thirteen  samples  of  well  water  were  examined, 
including : —

8  ,,  from  wells  supplying  cow-sheds,  dairies.  &c. 

In  6  cases  the  water  was  not  fit  for  domestic  purposes. 
The  public  supply  was  substituted  for  wells  in  15  instances. 

The  Loughborough  Corporation  provide  a  supply  from 
their  reservoir  at  Blackbrook.  The  quality  of  the  water  is 
good. 

Nine  new  connections  were  made  with  the  Blackbrook 
mains,  supplying  29  houses  (including  2  newly  built),  and 
1  Chapel.  The  total  number  of  houses  now  supplied  from 
Blackbrook  is  494. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  Dairies.  Cow-sheds,  and  Milk-shops  Ci  der  has  now 
been  in  force  for  8  years,  and  I  am  able  to  report  a  continued 
improvement  in  the  condition  of  cowsheds.  &c.  In  some 
cases  structural  repairs  and  alterations  are  necessary,  but 
your  Sanitary  Committee  have  these  under  consideration. 
1  would  urge  your  Council  to  see  that  these  are  completed 
at  an  early  date.  The  details  are  given  in  the  Sanitary 
I  inspector's  report . 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  number  of  such  remains  the  same,  viz.,  8  and  1 
knacker’s  yard.  Thev  were  all  inspected  and  found 
satisfactory. 


This  is  done  regularly  bv  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
made  25 1  inspections  during  the  year,  and  in  only  one  case 
was  diseased  meat  detected. 


I )  R  A 1  N  A  G  E  AND  SE  W  E  R  A  GE. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Foston,  manager  of  llio  Sewage  Farm, 
reports :  — 

“  The  street  man-holes  have  been  regularly  opened  and  The  Sewer#, 
cleaned  out  when  required.  On  January  5th,  an  oak 
bearing  inside  one  man-hole  in  Charnwood  road  was  found 
almost  rolled  through,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  take 
the  whole  top  off  and  reconstruct  it. 

Eleven  connections  have  been  made  with  the  main 
sewers  during  the  year,  viz.,  1  in  Church  side,  3  in  Charnwood 
road,  1  in  Loughborough  road.  1  in  Britannia  street,  1  in 
Lant  street.  1  in  Field  street,  1  in  Queen  street,  and  2  in 
Church  street.  In  each  instance  the  mains  were  quite  clear 
of  deposit. 

At  the  farm  12  acres  are  used  for  sewage  disposal  Sewage  Farm, 
by  broad  irrigation.  Osiers  are  grown  on  about  8  acres, 
with  a  change  of  crop  on  the  remaining  portion.  The  new 
part  is  well  under-drained,  and  a  considerable  advance  has 
been  made  in  the  under-draining  of  I  he  older  portion,  and 
arrangements  made  to  practically  complete  this  as  soon  as 
the  osiers  are  cut.  The  detritus  chamber  and  five  settling- 
tanks  have  been  emptied  when  required.  These  tanks  have 
been  found  invaluable  in  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the 
farm.  Neighbouring  farmers  have  again  rendered  assistance 
by  allowing  the  sewage  to  flow  on  to  their  land  at  different 
times,  thus  giving  more  rest  to  the  beds.  The  general 
results  are  satisfactory.” 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  are  now  about  114  houses  supplied  with  water 
closets,  only  a  slight  increase  on  the  number  for  last.  year. 

The  number  of  privy  middens  is  reduced  yearly  :  18  being- 
converted  into  pails,  and  2  replaced  by  water  closets. 

The  sanitary  conveniences  at  factories  and  work-shops 
are  very  satisfactory-,  only  2  defects  being-  found  dining  the 
year. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  is  done  by  contract,  a  system  which  is  only 
fairly  satisfactory.  The  pails  and  dust  bins  are  emptied 
weekly,  and  this  part  of  the  work  is  satisfactorily  done. 

Ash-pits  and  privies  are  emptied  at  irregular  intervals,  with 
the  result  that  many  become  a  nuisance  before  they  are 
emptied.  This  part  of  the  work  should  also  be  done 
regularly,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  necessary  for  house-holders 
to  complain  before  they  are  emptied. 

I  should  urge  your  Council  to  make  a  different 
arrangement  at  the  end  of  the  present  contract. 
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NUISANCES. 

In  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report  are  given  details  of 
all  nuisances,  and  it  will  he  seen  that,  though  121  notices 
were  served,  in  only  8  cases  were  statutory  notices  issued. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  3  Public  Elementary  Schools,  and  1  Handi¬ 
craft.  Institute.  These  buildings  are  all  iu  good  condition. 

HOUSING. 

Seventeen  plans  were  submitted  to  and  passed  by 
your  Council,  including  3  dwelling-houses,  7  extensions  to 
premises.  2  extensions  to  factories,  1  chapel,  and  1  picture 
palace.  The  total  number  of  plans  passed  since  I  he  formation 
of  the  Urban  Sanitary  Authority  in  1887,  is  489,  which 
includes  494  dwelling-houses. 

The  type  of  the  newly-built  dwelling-house  is  very 
suitable  for  the  working  classes.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  there  was  a  distinct  lack  of  good  houses,  and  no  houses 
are  being  built  just  now.  Only  3  dwelling-houses  were 
erected  during  the  year  as  compared  with  16  in  1912,  19  in 
1911,  12  in  1910,  and  32  in  1909. 

Two  cases  were  reported,  and  the  nuisance  in  respect 
to  these  2,  and  another  case  left  over  from  the  previous  year, 
were  abated. 

HOUSING.  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

Some  good  work  was  done  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  these  regulations,  and  the  necessary  repairs  and 
alterations  were  carried  out  by  the  owners  with  very  little 
friction,  though  very  slowly.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary 
to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 

I  would  urge  your  Committee  to  insist  on  the  necessary 
alterations  being  done  more  quickly,  and  so  prevent  the 
accumulation  of  arrears  which  interfere  with  the  progress 
of  further  inspection 

The  number  of  houses  inspected  is  less  than  that  for 
the  preceding  year,  greatly  due  to  the  arrears  which  had 
accumulated. 

In  such  cases  where  all  the  necessary  work  was  done, 
it  has  been  well  done.  (For  details  see  Inspector’s  Report.) 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORK-SHOPS. 

There  are  18  Factories: — Hosiery  8,  Boot  and  Shoe  4,  Factories. 
Lace  1,  Joiners’  3,  Brickworks  1,  Blacksmith’s  shop,  1. 

The  work-shops  number  fil.  Work-shops. 

All  were  inspected  and  9  notices  issued  to  lime-wash. 

Also  2  notices  with  regard  to  defects  in  sanitary  accommo¬ 
dation. 

In  2  cases  notices  were  sent  to  manufacturers  failing  Out-workers, 
to  send  their  list  of  outworkers  ;  and  in  3  cases  notices 
were  sent  prohibiting  the  giving  out  of  home-work  to 
infected  houses. 

These  number  6.  These  were  inspected,  and  2  notices  Bake-houses, 
issued.

Report  of  the  work  done  in  my  department  during-  the  year 
ending-  December  31st. 


SCAVENGING. 


'l'lie  scavenging-  in  the  district  is  carried  out  by  contract. 
The  pail  closets  and  dust  bins  are  emptied  weekly;  the  privy 
middens  and  ashpits  at  more  indefinite  periods.  1  regret 
that  a  scheme  for  systematically  doing  this  work,  which  I 
presented  to  my  Oommitte,  was  not  found  practicable  under 
the  present  arrangements,  but.  I  am  confident  that  the 
Committee  will  take  up  the  matter  again  at  the  termination 
of  the  present  contract.  I  have  had  reason  to  complain  of 
the  way  the  scavenging  has  been  done,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
sav  the  contractors  have  been  doing  same  more  thoroughly 
since. 


During  the  year,  70  notices  were  received  relating  to 
scavenging,  and  ■  >  in  connection  with  drains  and  oHier 
nuisances. 


INSPECTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  REGULATIONS. 


During  the  year,  15  houses  have  been  inspected  under 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act,  1 900,  situated  as 
follows  : — 


Forest  Street

I  regret  to  say  that  some  of  the  owners  have  been 
rather  slow  in  getting  the  works  done,  with  the  result  that 
a  good  many  cases  are  now  in  hand.

There  are  the  same  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  the 
District  as  last  year.  viz..  8  licenced  (including  1  used  for 
slaughtering  horses'). 

There  are  12  butchers’  shops.  The  meat  is  systemati¬ 
cally  inspected  immediately  after  slaughtering.  All  the 
meat  is  prepared  and  practically  sold  in  the  district,  with 
one  exception,  that  at  the  Uolonial  meat  shop. 

The  meat  is  of  high  class  quality,  and  during  the  year 
orilv  one  piece  of  tiueky  liver  was  found,  and  this  was 
readilv  surrendered  to  me  for  destroying.

The  number  of  premises  registered  is  38.  fill  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year.

HAKE- HOUSES. 


There  are  6  bake-houses  on  the  register,  and  these  have 
been  periodically  inspected  during  the  year.  2  notices  were 
received  from  the  Factory  I  nspector,  and  notices  were  served 
on  t  lie  owners  accordingly. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

56  inspections  were  made  of  these  premises  during  the 
year.  9  notices  were  served  to  lime-wash.  1  notice  received 
from  the  Factory  Inspector  lias  been  attended  to,  and  the 
nuisance  abated. 


OUT-WORKERS. 

20  li>is  were  received,  containing  650  names  of  out¬ 
workers.  13  were  received  from  other  Authorities  containing 
86  names,  and  4  were  sent  by  me  containing  46  names. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Immediately  after  notification,  the  premises  on  which 
the  disease  occurs  are  inspected  Disinfectants  are  supplied 
free,  and  general  instructions  given  to  prevent  as  far  as 
possible  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

W  hen  the  patients  (including  consumptives)  are  con¬ 
valescent,  or  death  occurs,  the  rooms  and  clothing  are 
fumigated.  Notices  are  then  served  on  the  owners  of  the 
houses  to  have  papers  stripped  off  walls. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

13  samples  of  wafer  were  taken  from  wells,  and 
submitted  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  analysis.  6 
of  these  were  condemned,  and  as  they  were  chiefiy  at  farm 
houses  in  the  area,  the  town  water  could  not  be  laid  on,  and 
notices  were  sent  to  clean  out  wells.  2  wells  have  been 
filled  up. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  registered  in  the 
district,  viz.,  that  of  ‘‘tripe  boiling.” 

These  premises  have  been  inspected  5  times  during  the 
year.  Defects  were  at  once  notified  and  rectified.
